As 1946 fast draws to a close the 
management committee of the 
community hall has been taking a 
little financial stock-taking and 
finds that the Community hall is 
quite an expensive piece of equip¬ 
ment to .administer. 

The committee is constantly re¬ 
ceiving complaints that rents are 
too high, that the hall should be 
given gratis for this function and 
for that function; that insufficient 
chairs are in the hall, that the 
piano, the former piano, was just so 
much junk and should be replaced 
with a new one. Complaints cover 
every conceivable subject. The 
Committee has tried vainly to point 
out that rents are not too high, that 
revenue is far behind expenses, 
that unnecessary damage to equip¬ 
ment is causing additional expense. 

Facts an figures produced by the 
hail committee give the brutal 
truth to their statements that the 
hall is a white elephant to those 
who stand behind its administra-

Adopt Civic Centre Plans Drafted By Sports As¬ 
sociation 

Twenty three representatives of 
practically every organization in 
town with the possible exception of 
two were present at the important 
civic centre meeting held on Tues¬ 
day evening with Horace Allen as 
chairman.

The gathering was elected as a 
committee to instill interest in the 
project among the citizens. It was 
decided to hold a public meeting 
the first week in February at which, 
time the entire subjct will be ex¬ 
plained by committee members who 
have been assigned the task of ex¬ 
ploring every phase of the subject 
in order that they might be com¬ 
petent to answer any qustion which 
may arise Once the subject has 
been explained then the meeting 
will be given over to the general 
public who will be at liberty to put 
forth any suggestion which they 
have in mind 1 .

“Black Market” Operations

veiling throughout the province, 
picking up turkeys for cash, some¬ 
times at a slight advance over the 
ceilings. They usually ship these in 
cartons and boxes in less than car¬ 
load quantities to their market 
either east or west. There the birds 
are disributed to the retailers and 
from there to the customers at 
ceiling or higher prices. 

Because of the nature of the 
regulation and of the operations of 
these buyers, it is difficult to pro¬ 
secute them Their main loophole is 
the fact that ceiling prices apply 
to graded turkeys. 

Ed.’s Note: The Journal ques¬ 
tioned some butchers on the above 
report and they state that they are 
not represented by any agent, 

Most placed orders with the 
wholesale houses who in turn were 
unable to meet the demand. Cut off 
from this source the butchers 
were forced to seek aid from 
farmer friends in the prairie dis¬ 
tricts. The ceiling price on turkeys 
is said to be 38V4 cents which the 
local butchers are paying. In addi¬ 
tion they have the additional ex¬ 
pense of phone calls, and travel¬ 
ling to and from prairie points in 
snow blocked roads. Said one but¬ 
cher we will be mighty lucky to 
break even on turkeys much less 
being accused of supporting black 
market operations. 


(Lethbridge Herald) 

Charges by wholesale produce 
merchants in Calgary that there 
exists in Alberta a considerable 
black market in turkeys has its 
counterpart in southern Alberta 
where rumors have been heard that 
buyers from the Pass and south¬ 
eastern BC, have been visiting 
district points and paying cash for 
small lots of turkeys at prices 
slightly above the ceiling. These 
agents a re said to represent dealers 
in the Pass and such centres as 
Femie and Cranbrook, and in or¬ 
der to make up their commitments 
are offering more than the law al¬ 
lows in order to get a supply of 
birds. Average size of loads being 
taken out by these buyers is around 
200 birds. 

A wet spring was held partly re¬ 
sponsible for a 15 per cent de¬ 
crease in the supply of turkeys 
.available in Alberta 

The BC market is depending on 
carloads of turkeys to make up any 
shortage of home-grown birds but 
heavy snows have blocked country 
roads to such an extent in southern 
Alberta and other turkey growing 
areas that shipments are not 
moving in any great quantity to 
sales outlets. 

Produce merchants claim that 
this black market activity would 
not effect the Lethbridge or Cal¬ 
gary market to any great extent, 
but its chief effect would be felt in 
eastern Canada and BC where they 
said consumers will have to pay 
more for their Christmas turkeys 
raised in Alberta 

The black market in turkeys ex¬ 
isted last year and the year before 
but this year, it is on a much lar¬ 
ger scale, it is said. The explana¬ 
tion is that itinerant buyers from 
both the east and the west are tra-

HOUSING CONTINUES TO BE A FOREMOST PROBLEM in all parts 
of Canada and it appears that it may remain so for some time yet. The seri¬ 
ousness of the situation is of grave concern to everyone. Particular atten¬ 
tion has been directed to the plight of veterans and their families and that 
is, indeed, one of the darkest aspects of the whole problem. There is no one 
who would deny the right of those men and women who served in the armed 
forces to expect to return to the comfort and security of a home, yet there 
are many thousands of veterans and their families today whose situation in 
respect to housing can only be described as desperate. 


NEW ZEALAND AND 
U.S. SIGN AIR PACT 

Proposes Three Services Bi-weekly 
Between The Two Countries 
WASHINGTON-The United States 
has signed civil aviation agreements 
with Australia and New Zealand, the 
first to' be reached with those coun¬ 
tries. This brought the total of such 
agreements to 25. 

Pan American airways began a 
scheduled air route to New Zealand 
I in 1940 under an agreement with 
that country, but there never has 
I been any scheduled commercial air¬ 
line service between the United 
States and Australia. 

The Australians have purchased 
several four-engine planes and are 
ready to begin service to Vancouver, 
B.C., by way of Honolulu and San 
San Francisco.

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OTTAWA.—New Year's Day, 1947, will 
have historic significance as the day on which 
Canadians assume full-fledged citizenship, and 
Civic bodies across the country are laying plans 
for ceremonial celebrations of Citizenship 
Week, Jan. 5-11. 

Sponsored by the citizenship branch of the 
state department, a national ceremony will be 
held in Ottawa Jan. 3 in the white stone su¬ 
preme court of Canada building, with Hon, 
Thibaudeau Rinfret, chief justice, presiding 1 
and representatives from the nine provinces at¬ 
tending to receive their Canadian citizenship 
certificates. The proceedings will be broadcast 
over a CBC national network. 

In the week following, all provincial capi¬ 
tals and other cities where there is a wide re¬ 
presentation of various racial groups will con¬

Two hundred million Christmas 
Seals, emblems and agents of a 
great crusade, will help to finance 
a relentless war this coming year 
against one 'of Canada’s most 
insidious enemies — tuberculosis. 
From coast to coast, in cities, 
towns, villages and farms, these 
attractive stickers will be put on 
letters, parcels and gift packages 
during the Yuletide season. They 
will be bought by hundreds of 
thousands of citizens, members of 
a growing army determined to 
destroy this scourge that has killed 
and is still killing great numbers 
of Canadians every year. 

Few other stories are as dra¬ 
matic as the story of the Christ¬ 
mas Seal. And, certainly, few 
other “weapons” have contributed 
so much toward making man’s lot 
a happier one than have these tiny 
pieces of paper whose rallying cry 
against a vicious foe is simply 
“Merry Christmas.” 

Christmas Seals were born at 
Christmastide, 1903, in a post 
office in Copenhagen, Denmark. At 
the time, Einar Holboell, a posta' 
clerk who knew by heart the stir¬ 
ring tales of his countryman, Hans 
Christian Anderson, and who had 
the same deep affection for hu¬ 
manity, was thinking of all the 
little Danish children who were ill 
and who would not be able to enjoy 
the festivities as other children 
would. Even then, as he sorted his 
mail, the joyous ringing of sleigh 
bells and laughter of youngsters 
could be heard from the snow-deep 
streets beneath him. 'Suddenly, a 
great idea came to him. 

Wouldn’t it be a wonderful thing, 
he mused, if all mail going through 
the post office at Christmas carried 
a message of health and good will, 
at a penny apiece, and if the money 
that bought those messages could 
be used to build hospitals and 
otherwise take care of sick chil¬ 
dren? 

Einar Holboell was a man of 
vision, and he was also a man of 
action. He could readily see that 
here was an opportunity for every¬ 
one to help, and although the con¬ 
tribution would be small the cum¬ 
ulative effect would be tremendous. 
He went to work on his plan and 
before long it reached the ears of 
the kindly and sympathic King 
Christian. The King was delighted 
and not only did he, himself, auth¬ 
orize the seal, but he also instruct¬ 
ed that the first one should bear 
the likeness of his beloved Queen. 

On December 6, 1904, the first 
Christmas Seal went on sale in the 
post office at Copenhagen and' be¬ 
fore the end of the campaign 
more than 4,000,000 had been sold. 
The people of Copenhagen, and 
later the people of all Denmark, 
saw in the Christmas Seal the op¬ 
portunity to give expression to the 
generosity and benevolence for 
for which they are famous. 

_ So firmly did these Seals take 
root, in fact, that before Einar 
Holboell died in 1927, enough 
money had been raised through 
their sale to erect a huge tuber¬ 
culosis sanatorium, three Christ¬ 
mas Stamp Homes for boys and 
girls, and a children’s sanatorium 
in Greenland. And there was 
enough left over to create several 
“funds” for war sufferers and hun¬ 
gry children as well. Today, the 
Christmas Seal is an annual insti¬ 
tution in virtually every country 
in the world and through it mil¬ 
lions of dollars are raised, every 
penny of which is an active enemy 
of the “tubercle bacillus." 

In 1908 Christmas Seals came 
to Canada, one of the first coun¬ 
tries to adopt the idea. At that time 
the National Sanitarium Associa¬ 
tion, which has done an outstand¬ 
ing job of fighting tuberculosis in 
Ontario, introduced them to the 
province. They were a great suc¬ 
cess, so much so, in fact, that in 
1927 the Canadian Tuberculosis 
Association, which represents the 
various anti-tuberculosis agencies 
throughout the Dominion, took the 
responsibility of directing their 
sale on a national basis. There has 
since been a nation-wide sale 
every year and the hundreds of 
thousand^ of dollars that have 
been raised have gone directly into 
the work of fighting this prevent¬ 
able and therefore needless dis¬ 
ease. The campaign this year is 
the twentieth consecutive cam¬ 
paign to be conducted in this coun¬ 
try. 

Christmas Seal money is used 
principally for preventive work 
and for educational purposes. For 
example, in Alberta two Mobile 
X-ray Units have been purchased 
by Seals, thus making possible 
chest examination of thousands of 
Albertans in all parts of the prov¬ 
ince. X-ray is the surest method of 
discovering the existence of the 
- disease and since a person may be 
afflicted with TB in its early 
stages without knowing it, these 


films open the way to many speedy 
cures. Even now, in scores of cities 
and towns throughout the Domin¬ 
ion, mass chest X-ray surveys are 
being made of children in schools, 
workers in offices and industrial 
plants and of the public at large. 
Many of the surveys are being 
sponsored by voluntary groups 
such as service clubs, whose help in 
the fight against TB would be im¬ 
possible to calculate in terms of 
lives saved and TB germs destroy¬ 
ed. In all cases, Christmas Seal 
money remains where it is raised, 
so the extent of the benefit to the 
community is often equal to the 
amount of local support that is 
given the appeal. 

In addition to the mass surveys, 
Christmas Seal funds support 
many regular Chest Clinics where 
patients may be referred by their 
family physician if he should sus¬ 
pect tuberculosis and where con¬ 
tacts may also be X-rayed and dis¬ 
charged patients re-examined from 
time to time. 

In Alberta Christmas Seal funds 
help to provide rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices to assist the patient by ad¬ 
vice and training so that he may 
obtain suitable employment when 
he is able to do so. 

Christmas Seal money also pays 
for a service whereby skilled 
nurses visit patients not confined 
to sanitoria. These patients are 
given every help in effecting cures 
and the nurses, who are specially 
trained for the purpose, bring 
cheer and guidance to thousands. 
A major responsibility of these 
nurses is to teach tuberculosis pa¬ 
tients how to live in a healthy 
home without endangering other 
members of their family. 

Christmas Seal money makes 
possible the energetic program of 
education directed on behalf of all 
Canadian tuberculosis agencies by 
the Canadian Tuberculosis Asso¬ 
ciation. This educational work is 
highly essential for it plays a great 
part in keeping the public consis¬ 
tently aware of the disease and 
teaches them how to guard against 
it. 

And so this is the story of the 
Christmas Seal, whose cheery 
greeting each year reaches into 
the homes of hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of 'Canadians and carries with 
it a battle cry against a foe that 
even last year claimed the lives 
of more than 5,000 of our country¬ 
men. 

TVr Einar Holboell, the Danish 
postal clerk, the world owes a debt 
of gratitude that can never be 
paid. Because of his inspiration 
the strongest army in history has 
been enlisted to destroy an enemy 
that once might have destroyed us. 

The days of tuberculosis are 
numbered. Sometime in the future 
—within our own generation, we 
hope—TB, like smallpox, typhoid 
and yellow fever, will become an 
almost forgotten disease. When 
that day comes we shall be able 
to say in all truthfulness that it 
was destroyed by “Merry Christ-

[years of strife, others going home'to [ 
die.

some responsibility for the harvest 
of lives and sickness taken annually . 
in Canada by such milk-borne dis¬ 
eases as bovine tuberculosis, undulant 
fever, typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 
septic sore throat, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and dysentery.” 

Dr. Bates said it is necessary to j 
weed out of dairy herds those animals j 
suffering from tuberculosis, Bang's: 
disease, and other communicable dis- 
eases. However, this would not alone 
assure a safe milk supply, because 
milk frequently was found to have I 
been contaminated by human hand- i 
lets. 

“To be completely safe, milk must 
come from certified animals, it must 
be cleanly handled, and it must be 
pasteurized,” he saif). “Pasteurization 
should be insisted on as an effective 
additional safeguard over and above 
all sanitary precautions.”
